JOIIN IV. II OOKWALTER.

Some Facts In the Career of the Ohio Sena-

torial Aspirant An Indiana Man.
Correspondence Philadelphia Inquirer.

Bookwalter's life presents a study from
which young men can learn something
which may be advantageous.

Possessed to-da- y of a fortune of several
millions of dollars he was confronted in his
youth with obstacles to prominence and
success which seemed insuperable. In con-
versation with me he drifted towards the
days of his boyhood, and the tale he told
me was a romance. Born on the Wabash
river, in Indiana, from the time ho first
sxw the sun until his twenty-firs- t
year tho aggregate of the money that had
been in his possession during that entire
time did not amount to twenty dollars.
I don't mean to say that he never had
more than J0 in his possession; 1 mean
that the pennies, and tips', and levies,
which during that full score of years had
touched his hands, did not, when added to-
gether, amount to the sum 1 havo named.
He never saw a locomotive, until he was
twenty years of age. He did not see a piano
until he was twenty-tw- o years of age.
When he left home to seek his fortune lie
walked, for he did not have a cent; and,
from that day to this, he has never bor-
rowed a dollar. Tree years ago he was rid-
ing on a railroad train, and, when passing
a point near, I think. Fort Wayne, Ind., ho
directed a companion's attention to a barn,
and said: "1 had a night's lodging m that
building after I left home. laid not dare
remain m Fort Wayne overnight; because I
had no place to sleep, and was afraid I
might be arrested as a vagrant, and so I
walked three miles out of town until I came
across that barn, and there I slept. Only
once afterward had I a similar experience,
and that was near Detroit, Mich."

Yet tho boy who was undergoing this or-
deal had at that time made, with his own
hands, the. largest telescope then in this
country and at an expenditure of but five
cents. That feat was accomplished in this
way: In Bookwalter's native town, when lie
was but seventeen years of ago, a public
lecturer was advertised to talk about the
mysteries ot the heavens. The price of hd-missi- on

was five cents. Bookwalter pleaded
wi th his father to give him this sum in or-
der to attend the entertainment, but it was
sternly denied him r-n-

d he was chidod for
his levity of mind. The story which his
companions told him of the wonders re-
vealed by tho lecturer filled him with de-
termination to learn for himself tho mar-
vels of the firmament. He succeeded in
borrowing from a scholar a copy of an old
text-boo- k on astronomy I think it was
Loom is'r Physics and from that he learned
the construction of a telescope.- - With live
cents, which ho had earned with his own
labor, he bought an ordinary round-bottome- d

glass tumbler and succeeded in cut-
ting out the lower portion. From this,
after mouths of toil, and by using iron
dust instead of tho unobtainable
emery powder, ho managed to form
a lens of a diameter in excess of that in
any telescope then in this country- - He
made a tube from pastboard. . Of course, in
this crude form the instrument was worth
less, and ho found he would have to havo a
reflector. Night after night he walked to a
brick kiln five miles from his homo, and
succeeded in timo in securing a sufficient
number of bricks to build a furnace. Some
miles away a whisky distillery had been
burned to the ground: he visited tho ruins
and obtained a portion of the copper still.
Having procured all tho necessary metal
he began work in his furnace, and in time
succeeded in producing a ' roughly-mad- e

reflector. This labor was all done after
his daily toil, which lasted from sun up to
sun down, and was frequently carried on
when his fingers were bleeding from husk-
ing corn. It required eight months to per-
fect the telescope, but when he directed it
towards the heavens he was amply repaid
for all his labor when his delighted eyes
for the first time saw the rings of Saturn.

That marvel of industry, which was in-
trinsically worth much money, the young
inventor sold for fifty cents.

But plnck and ability will tell.
The poor boy from the Wabash is now

not only a millionaire and a commercial
magnate, but he is looked up to as a student
of pnblic affairs, as a widely-rea- d man of
deep learning, as an art critic of recognized
authority; and on public view in Cincin-
nati is a famous collection of wonders of
the world collected personally by Book-wait- er

during three circumnavigations of
the gjobe. lie has looked into tho craters
of thirteen volcanoes in Java, South Amer-
ica, Sandwich Islands and Italy. He has
been nominated for Governor of Ohio, and
now is honored with mention for. the Sen-
ate. I don't think he will bother much
about tho latter contest. 'There is,"
he Kays. 'a growing prejudice
against sending rich men to the
United States Senate. Tho reasons for this
are only too obvious, and public clamor,
inclining to be blind and unreasoning, will
not recognize the fact that there aro rich
men and rich men. I think a scat in the
Senate is the culmination of the highest
ambition, but I fear that in tho condition
of the public mind my wealth may act as a
bar to such preferment." Bookwalter is a
Democrat of Democrats, and, although a
manufacturer; is in advance of his party on
the subject of tai ill" reform. In fact, he is
so honest and frank ou this public ques-
tion that some people might call him a
free-trade- r. As his party is not yet pre-
pared to reveal its ultimate intentions in
that direction this candor of his may be
considered at this timo as almost a dis-
qualification.

A New Scheme Worked by a Pawnbroker and
a Fersualre 'Capper.

It may seem strange that litHe is ever

done in the waj' of bringing to justice the
xinmerons perpetrators of this class of
crime, but when the peculiar methods of
such offeuders are understood it at once
becomes apparent that a conviction iu any
single case is next to an impossibility.

For a number of years Chief Crowley has
labored to defeat the schemes of the jewelry
tiki r and mock auction swindler. The public
is familiar with the printed cards which the
chief has for a long time caused to be dis
tributed throughout the city, at the hotels
and other public places, warning strangers
and others against this class of confidence
operators and cheats.

The onlv thing we can do." said the
Chief to a Chronicle reporter, yesterday, "is
to. keep warning the people against these
rascals. We might keep arresting them
until dooms-da- y. and never succeed in scor-
ing a conviction. I'll tell you how they
operate, and you will then 6ee where the
trouble lies. A stranger goes into one oi
these places, perhaps to look at the display
in the show-cas- e. While thns engaged a
capper.7 or accomplice, of the proprietor

enters and otters to pawn his watch for,
aj, The man behind the counter ex-

amines the watch, which he pronounces an
excellent one, but 6ays he does not care to
take any jewelry in pawn. He is willing,
however, to buy the watch outright, and
otlers 00 or $70 lor it. This the capper re-
fuses, generally saying that the time-piec- e

is an old heirloom, with which he does not
care to part. He then walks out
and waits near the door for the
stranger, who has overheard the whole
conversation between the two swindlers.
As he leaves the place he is accosted by the
capper, who begs him to loan him fc:o on tne
watch. This the stranger usually does
without hesitation, feeling perfectly 6afe
after having heard the jeweler' ofier to pay
three times that amount for the watch.
Shortly after the exchange is made the
capper disappears, and the victim is left to
chew the bitter cud of disappointment
when he learns that he has given $20 for an
old plated ticker worth not to exceed 1.25.
These swindling places are chiefly located
along Kearny and Dupont streets, lou
can understand why we cannot tell you
their exact location. Wo know them all
perfectly well, but are unable to prove to
the satisfaction of a jury what is glaringly
apparent to the police. I have stationed
officers in front of many of these places in
order to protect strangers entering them.
This makes the proprietors very angry, and
they threaten mo with all sorts of dreadful
things for 'interfering with their business.' "

Chewing-Gu- m Statistics.

. Superintendent of the Census Porter re-
cently received a letter suggesting that sta-
tistics be gathered relative to the chewing- -

habit. A visitor at one of thenp-tow- ngum last week, is the proprietor of a
chewing-gu-m factory in Elkhart, Ind.
Speaking of his factory, which is one of the
smallest and least important in the country,
he said: "Thus far this year we have made
and sold 400,000 worth of the stuff. We
employ 150 men and girls, and we ship to
jobbing-house- s in every large city in the
country. There are in the United States
alone fully a dozen largo factories, employ
ing as many people as we do, and in most
cases more. The annual output of these fac-
tories will average $4o0.000 per year, mak-
ing a total production of more than $5,000,-00- 0.

able as the varying hues of tho lime-ligh- t.

The flashes shot forth on either side, some-
times in streaks of iridescent light which
illuminated the black night adistauceof
several feet. .

eTful impetus, as if a strong locomotive
was the traction power. The broad plat-
form was thronged with a living freight.
In front the driver stood. One hand grasped
a brass lever, which controlled the motor."
The other hand apparantly held divided
duties, for there was a cord to pull which
set in motion a loud, brazen, discordant
gong. Its frequent strokes added to the
conf usiou created by the thunderiug noise
of the machinery.

Ihere is a sharp turn in the course oi tne

Again the pe-
destrians shrank away toward the inner
side of the trottoir, again the frantic horses
shivered with fear. . . ,

"I'll tell you how it is," responded tho
cynical citizen. "Boston is bound hand
aud foot by a big monopoly. You or I, or
anybody else can t lift a finger in protest.
The press is muzzled. The city government
is owned. The State Legislature has been
fixed. The riug of speculators who control
the monopoly have the right to run the
overhead wire and to place those fiery Jug-
gernauts on cverj street in the city where
there is a franchise to lay or operate a
horse-railwa- y track. We are helpless vic-
tims. But the end will surely come. The
slaughter of sixty or seventy passengers,
which will one day occur, will be an expia-
tory sacrifice and other lives will thereby
be spared. The only remedy is a shock of
awful magnitude. God help the victims!"

Last year the weath-
er was so mild that the expense of that
character was light, but in 1SS7 for several
weeks, on such roads as the Indianapolis
oz et. ioui9, tne expense or tms service
reached $75 a night.

General Passenger Agent Eustis. of the
Chicago. Burlington & Ouincy, has asked
all his passenger men to meet him at his
office, in Chicago, on tho th of January
next, to confer as to what shall be the pro
gramme next year as regards further ex-
tending their business and to fix upon a
week wben they shall make a trip over the
entire u.t li. & Q. system.

On the first of January a redistricting of
the district passcngeragentsoi the Chicago,
BiirlingtoiT & Quincy will go into etlect.
Through it the headauarters of Charles
Boardman will be changed from Indianapo-
lis to Peoria, and the territory of Col. in.
fchaw, whose headquarters t9 Cincinnati.
will cover Indianapolis and its immediate
surroundings. The Colonel is so well
known in this territory that the passenger
men are rather pleased with the change.

ihe Cincinnati, Hamilton v liayton, in
the last twelve months, has lost some valu-
able men. and. unfortunately for the C
Ji. v u.. thev turn no on roads which aro
ftharp competitors or competitors' allies.
There is C. C. Waite. late vice-preside- nt

and general manager; H. C. Rockwell,
. former general passenger agent: H. Bruce,

former trainmaster on the C.. If. &. D., all
on the Columbus it Hocking Valley, and
Mr. Ramsej-- will bo ono of the riglit-hau- d

men of President Ingalls, of tho Big Four.
The City Council of Greensbiirg is acting

very liberally with the Mackey people, giv-
ing them about anything they want to ad-
vance the interests of the Elnora it Rich-
mond road. On Momtav night thev granted
the company the right of way through the
city, the track to run along tho east fide of
the Big Four branch tracks. The founda-
tion is being put in at Greensburg for a
depot 76xT5 feet, modeled after suburban
depots just out of Chicago, which are verj
convenient and attractive buildings. This
will force the Big Four people to build a
more modern depot at Greensburg.

Milwaukee at tho present time is the
eastern terminus of a Hour blockade that
extends as far west as Minneapolis, and
bids fair to last for several weeks. It is re-
ported that the St. Paul mad alone has K)i
cars of tlour at Milwaukee and on side-
tracks along the line, while the Wisconsin
Central is in thesame predicament. and has
rilled its sidings at other poiuts. The
trouble is that the roads on the other sido
of Lake Michigan are not taking the tlour
fast enough, partly because the Michigan
lines are short of cars, and partly because
the bar at Grand Haven insists on coming
np and keeping boats outside even' time
the wind gives it a chance. Thefiour block-
ade is becoming a serious problem.

Matters seem to be coming to a head on
the Erie road. Several times of late tho
Journal has mentioned that there were dif-
ferences existing between the management
and the locomotive engineers which might
lead to trouble, and on Friday last five en-

gineers who, it is said, are among the oldent
and best men on tho road, were suspended.
Thev were ordered to report at the superin-
tendent's oflicr, where they wero informed
that they could take their choice between
